H eights resident for a home of his 
own, no m atter how humble, has 
proven to Im* a bombshell that has 
awakened Arlington Heights offi­ 
cials to the danger

tions of the municipality. Mr. Mar­ 
tini has nearly completed the pay­ 
m ent upon a tract of land fifty feet 
wide and 900 feet deep located on 
Center road, a thousand feet south 
of the deluxe Scarsdale. He has paid 
$25 down upon the price of the 
house, which was to have been 
erected between Friday and Sunday 
m orning o f this week. 
The con­ 
tract price of the building is $295. 
Paul Taege, building com m ission­ 
er to whom application had been 
made for a permit, referred the 
m atter to the village board and 
Mr. Martini appeared before that 
body Monday night, which iii turn 
referred the application to the plan 
com m ission. 
The latter is composed of John 
Allen, chairman, Dan Schueren and 
Paul Taege. They met Tuesday ev­ 
ening with Mr. Martini and after 
an hour’s discussion recommended 
to the village board that the per­ 
m it be refused as a m atter of public 
policy; that steps be taken at once 
by the zoning board and the village 
to have a com prehensive survey 
made of the entire village for tho 
purpose o f reestablishing building 
restrictions, thereby safe-guarding 
present property investm ents. 
Immediate action 
is necessary 
and an open m eeting will be held 
at the village hall next Monday ev­ 
ening to discuss plans for the sur­ 
vey. In the meantim e there are a 
number of property owners who are 
reported to be making plans to erect 
homes, which may or may not m eet 
the requirements of the building 
department. 
Mr. Martini was very courteous 
and recognized the position of the 
zoning hoard and the desire of the 
officials to curb the erection of 
homes that do not meet certain 
standards.
